FAMOUS BEDSTEAD A FRAUD? 

A cable from London says that the 
statement that the carved bedstead 
from Sizergh Castle, Westmorland, 
now in the Victoria and Albert Muse- 
um, South Kensington, is not the gen- 
uine piece of furniture hitherto believed 
has raised considerable discussion 
among ''experts." 

This bedstead bears the date 1568, 
and is officially described as "worthy to 
figure in the best period of English 
renaissance," but it is claimed that, 
though originally a walnut bedstead, 
only two posts can lay claim to gen- 
uineness, the rest being made up of 
oak. 

An official of the museum admitted 
that it was possible for curators to be 
deceived in regard to purchases for the 
nation's museums.

"The Use of Museum Resources in Public 
Instruction" by Mr. Wetmer Stone and 
Mr. Stewardson Brown, "Functions of Mu- 
seums and the Question of Special Exhibi- 
tions" by Dr. Frederich A. Lucas of the 
Mexican Museum of Natural History, New 
York. 

At a Round Table discussion held at 
headquarters, the subject of "Guides and 
Docent Service in Museums" brought out 
some very significant facts in regard to the 
gratifying results of maintaining an intelli- 
gent corps of cicerones in the museums. 
Dr. E. A. Barber of the Pennsylvania Mu- 
seum, Miss Anna B. Gallup and others took 
part in this discussion. The members were 
entertained at luncheon at the Historical 
Society of Penna. 

Among the museums' officers present at 
the meetings were Mr. William Henry Fox 
of the Brooklyn Institute, Mr. Hyatt of 
the Carnegie Institute of Pittsburgh, Mr.

ARTIST'S SUMMER RESORTS. 

The present month of June finds the 
largest number of artist's ''still in town" 
than has the "month of roses'' for 
many years past. Some claim that the 
coolness of the weather, up to now, 
has held them in the city, and others 
that they are detained by "late com- 
missions," while many shake their 
heads sadly and declare that it as been 
the "worst season for selling their 
works that they have ever known", and 
are unavoidably delayed. 

Of those artists who have left the 
city, the marine painters are in their be- 
loved and familiar resorts. Gloucester, 
the former haunt of Twachtman, Will- 
iam M. Hunt and the present resort of 
Willard M-etcalf-, Cecilia Beaux, Rhoda 
Holmes Nichols and many other noted 
American painters will find many new 
devotees this Summer. Among them 
will be Agnes M. Richmond, and also 
Martha Walter who have managed a 
successful Summer school there for the 
past three years. The latter will teach 
until August, after which she will de- 
vote her time to her own painting. 

Ogunquit, Me., adjacent to Front's 
Neck, where Winslow Homer lived his 
hermit's life for so many years, is an- 
other attractive Maine coast resort and 
here J. C. Nicoll will be found at his 
Summer studio. Paul Dougherty is 
painting in Europe, making St. Ives, 
on the Cornwall Coast of England, his 
headquarters. He will bring back with 
him, however, interpretations of 
French, Swiss and Italian scenes as 
well. Lake Como, as usual, has drawn 
Charles Warren Eaton and Ernest Pei- 
xotto. Maurice Fromkes will also go 
to Europe, in all probability to remain 
there for the next two years. William 
M. Chase and Henry T. Snell are with 
their Summer classes in Venice and 
Sorrento, respectively. Of the painters 
who gain their inspiration in the moun- 
tains are R. M. Shurtlefif, who is paint- 
ing his beautiful woodland interiors at 
his charming home at Keene Valley, 
Adirondacks, and within easy distance 
of him at Jay, Joseph Boston may be 
found. 

At Conn. Coast Resorts. 
Old Lyme, now in its fifteenth year of 
popularity, is one of the most alluring re- 
sorts for artists. Such "Old Timers" as 
F. V. Du Mond, Jules Turcas, Carleton Wig- 
gins, Louis P. Dessar, Will Robinson and 
Lewis Cohen still find its beautiful vistas 
and atmospheric influences attractive, and 
this year Frank A. Bicknell, Chauncey F. 
Ryder, Charles Bittinger, Everett Warner, 
Charles Vezin and Clark Voorhes will join 
the colony. 

Several artists have gone to California 
this summer. Elliott Daingerfield, William 
T. Ritschel, Edward Potthast and Gifford 
Beal prefer the Grand Canyon of Arizona 
and the Far West to Eastern subjects. Gus- 
tave Wiegand is at Blue Mountain Lake, 
Adirondacks, painting his beloved birches 
and colorful landscapes. Bolton and Francis 
Jones are at their South Egremont studios. 
Henry Mosler, who has just completed a 
large composition picture, "Paul Jones," 
left for Europe last week. F. Usher De VoU 
is. painting near Quebec; DeWitt Parshall 
has gone to his N. E. Harbor, Me., home; 
Charlotte Coman is somewhere in New 
Jersey; Granville Smith is in Bellport, L. L, 
and A. T. Van Laer is conducting an "Out- 
Door" sketch class at Litchfield, Conn. 

Cragsmoor, N. Y., is becoming one of 
the most popular artists' resorts, and there

AM'N DEALERS BUY LITTLE. 

The distinctively American art hous- 
-es did not figure as buyers to any mark- 
ed extent in the important art auctions 
that have followed each other in such 
rapid succession in Paris and London 
the past few weeks, and whose results 
are chronicled elsewhere in our col- 
umns today. 

Unlike last June, when such Ameri- 
can art firms as Knoedler & Co., Scott 
& Fowles, Henry Reinhardt, the Ehrich 
Galleries, T. J. Blakeslee and others 
loomed large in the list of dealers who 
secured some of the most famous works 
at the Doucet, Carcano, Lavigneur and 
other art sales — this year we find 
Knoedler & Co., Scott & Fowles only 
recorded as buying directly, and then 
not noted works, at the recent miscel- 
laneous sale at Christie's. 

To offset this change of base on the 
part of distinctively American art firms, 
European art houses, with New York 
and other American connections and 



branches, notably Duveen Brothers and 
the Kleinberger galleries, purchased 
largely at the Steengracht and other 
sales in Paris^ and at the McCullough 
and other sales in London — the former 
having secured the great Rembrandt, 
''Bathsheba'' in the Steengracht sale, 
and the equally notable example of 
Romney "Anne, Lady de la Pole", at 
Christie's for record prices. 

It is probable that some of Mr. Asher 
Wertheimer's best purchases will be 
seen at the Blakeslee Galleries here 
next season that the Duveen "record'' 
Rembrandt and Romney will grace a 
Fifth Ave. and California art gallery, 
respectively, and that other pictures 
and art objects bought by European 
dealers at all these sales, will find their 
way into dealer's galleries here, but on 
the record thus far it would appear that 
there has not been any disposition 
shown on the part of the distinctive 
American art houses to increase their 
present large stocks, even with famous 
and high-priced works. 



MORGAN WING ASSURED. 

The N. Y. Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment recently appropriated 
$750,000 for building the addition to 
the Metropolitan Museum which is to 
house the Morgan collections. The 
new wing will extend the eastern front 
to the south. The art treasures of the 
late connoisseur, through the generos- 
ity of his son^ Mr. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, are to be placed on exhibition tem- 
porarily in the new northeast wing, 
which has just been completed. 



STATUE FOR PRINCETON. 

A bronze statue, symbolizing the 
"Spirit of Truth," by Daniel C. P>ench, 
and one of the best of his works, was 
unveiled May 30 on the Campus of 
Princeton University. It commemor- 
ates the founding of the World's Chris- 
tian Student Federation, which had its 
origin in a room in old East College in 
1877, which formerly stood over the 
spot where the statue now stands. 



METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 

The June issue of the Bulletin of the 
Metropolitan Museum announces Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan's intentions and desires, 
regarding the preliminary disposition of the 
works of art sent by his father from Europe 
to this country last year, as expressed in 
a letter from Mr. Morgan to the Trustees 
of the Museum, dated May 27, 1913, to the 
effect that it was his desire to have the col- 
lection shown temporarily at a loan exhibi- 
tion some time early in 1914, in the north- 
east wing of the Museum, until such time 
as the new south wing, which is to be 
built, could be completed. 

Mr. Robt. W. de Forest accepted the gen- 
erous offer for the Museum, and in his reply 
said that all arrangements would be made 
to afford the public the rare opportunity 
of seeing the collections, without the neces- 
sary delay of two years at least, required 
for the construction of a wing v/ith more 
perfect exhibition conditions. 

About 4.100 art objects assembled 
from Mr. Morgan's London residence, his 
country home, Dover House, the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, the National Gallery, 
and from Paris, will be shown, ranging from 
miniatures to tapestries. 

The room of recent accessions contains 
the armor of Sir James Scudamore, acquired 
in 1911 by the Museum, but only now re- 
stored and exhibited; part of a group of 
100 Japanese inros from the collections of 
Mr. John H. Webster,, of Cleveland; a 
model of the ancient Egyptian Mastaba- 
Tomb of Userkaf-Ankh ; several fine ex- 
amples of Greco-Buddist sculpture, together 
with rare pieces of XVII and XVIII lace 
.ffifts of Mesdames Edward S. Harkness, 
Russell W. Moore and John C. Gray. 

Among the pictures also recently acquired 
are "The Adoration of the Kings," by Hier- 
onyus Bosch, reproduced in the Art News 
Dec. 14 last, after its acquisition at the 
Lippman sale, and a portrait of Annie G. 
Lang by William M. Chase. 



ASTOR ART APPRAISED. 

Paintings, furniture, tapestries and 
porcelains left by the late Col. J. J. 
Astor were appraised as follows: The 
art objects, pictures, appraised by Mr. 
Holston, of Durand-Ruel, at $464,819; 
furniture and tapestries, appraised by 
Mr. Herts, $887,965 ; personal property 
in the Rhinebeck home, appraised by 
Mr. Herts, $112,124. The value of the 
works of art and furnishings in the 
home at Nos. 840 and 842 Fifth Ave. 
was placed at $562,959; the personal 
property in the St. Regis Hotel was 
valued at $536,821, and the personal 
property in the Astor ofBce, in West 
Twenty-sixth St., at $183,775. The lat- 
ter item consists largely of jewels. 

Mr. Herts showed that in several in- 
stances Col. Astor had paid more for 
the articles than his "expert" valuation. 
For a Louis XV suite of a sofa and 
four chairs, covered with rare Beauvais 
tapestr}^, Col. Astor in 1910 paid $32,000, 
and Mr. Herts' ^'expert" valuation is 
$25,000. Two blue Chinese porcelains, 
which cost $18,500 and had been some- 
what damaged after their purchase, 
were appraised at $15,000. A valuation 
of $4,000 was placed on six arm-chairs 
covered with tapestry, which cost $6,- 
000. The largest valuation placed by 
Mr. Herts was $45,000 for a suite, of 
furniture in the Fifth Ave. house.

The "Expert" Explains. 

In explaining some of his values, Mr. 
Holston gave some interesting testimony 
as to the fluctuating values of art objects. 
"I have in mind," he said, "the case of Mil- 
let's "Woman and the Lamp." Many years 
ago Durand-Ruel bought that picture for 
$300, two years later sold it for $500, two 
years later bought it back for $10,000, then 
bought it back for $20,000, then $40,000, 
then $60,000, selling it each time at a profit. 
Two years ago that same picture was 
bought in Holland for $150,000." 

In valuing the Van Marcke, Mr. Holston 
said that during the latter part of his life 
he was a "potboiler." The highest price, 
he said, which had ever been paid for one 
of Van Marcke's works, was $35,000, paid 
bv a Mr. Peacock, of Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Mr. Herts testified that two tapestry 
panels on the north wall of the Fifth ave- 
nue dining room, appraised at $25,000, were 
similar to the seven in the Cathedral of 
Angers and represent the Apocalypse and 
show ninety separate scenes. The original 
contains 8,000 square feet, but the Astor 
pair are smaller. 

Concerning a tapestry panel of "Apollo 
and the Muses," he said it is interesting 
because it is a simpler form of the tapes- 
tries of the Stewart collection in the Met- 
ropolitan Museum. It is a reproduction of 
one in the Swedish royal collection and was 
appraised at $30,000. 



ARE THESE BY SULLY? 

Two paintings dimmed by dirt and 
time and for many years in the pos- 
session of Mr. John Ferguson, of Min- 
neapolis, have just been declared to be 
original Sullys and probably the iden- 
tical canvases by Sully which were lost 
shortly after he painted the portrait of 
La Fayette. If their authorship is gen- 
uine the sleeping baby in one is sup- 
posed to be the daughter of Longfel- 
low, as that child is known to have 
posed for Sully. 



RODIN BRONZE NOT ART (?) 

The Board of U. S. General Apprais- 
ers, concurring with Judge Waite re- 
cently decided that a bronze mask of 
Balzac executed by Rodin was, for tar- 
iff purposes merely a "manufacture of 
metaU' and dutiable at 45%. This de- 
cision is the result of an appeal made 
several months ago by Mr. Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., who ordered the impres- 
sion from Rodin last year, with the 
idea that it would be dutiable as a mod- 
ern sculpture at 15% ad valorem. 

A comniission was appointed to take 
Rodin's testimony in Paris, who testified 
that he made the design and the original 
model in clay with his own hands. From 
this a plaster cast was made by the sculp- 
tor's molder, the cast later being taken to 
Rodin^s founder, who made the bronze cast. 

"Of course, I did not work personally 
on the casting of the bronze," said Rodin, 
"as that is not the work of a sculptor m 
our days. When the bronze casting was 
finished I examined it to see if it was in 
perfect condition." 

Judge Waite, in his decision for the board 
affirming the collector's assessment, con- 
cedes that the mask is a work of art of a 
high order, and that it seems unreasonable 
to classify it under the metal schedule, but 
holds, however, that as the law stands the 
mask, in order to be admitted as a sculp- 
ture, should have had some work done on it 
by the artist's own hands after the piece 
left the founder. . Judge Waite says that the 
fact that the mask cannot be admitted as a 
"sculpture" is due to "the infirmity of the 
statutory provision." 



FRENCH ART EXHIBIT. 

On the initiative of the Comtesse 
Greifulhe and under the auspices of a 
representative committee of distin- 
guished French citizens, with the pat- 
ronage of a large number of prominent 
people of the highest social standing in 
France, a unique exhibition of modern 
French industrial art and art products, 
was held on board the S.S. "France" 
at the Company's wharf. Pier 57, North 
River, on Tuesday, June 24. 

This exhibit comprised objects of 
art in gold, silver, bronze, ivory and 
other materials; ceramics, laces, em- 
broideries, ornamented fabrics of vari- 
ous kinds, etc. 



ART JOURNALISTIC CHANGES. 

Mr. Robert Underwood Johnson, 
long-associate editor of the Century 
Magazine, and since the death of Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder, editor-in-chief, has 
retired, and will devote himself to gen- 
eral literary work. Mr. A. W. Drake, 
also for many years connected with the 
Century as Art Director, has also re- 
tired. 



DR. VALENTINER'S "FIND." 

Friends of the young authority on 
art who acquired a work by a great 
master and succeeded in disposing of it 
for so large a sum as to make him prac- 
tically a rich man are interested .in 
what disposition he will make of the 
suddenly acquired fortune. There are 
no fairy godmothers in these days, but 
none of them ever accomplished a more 
miraculous change in the worldly af- 
fairs of one of her favorites. The 
young "expert" recognized a picture. as 
the work of an artist whose paintings 
now bring enormous prices. He relied 
on the generosity of a friend to back 
him in the purchase up to a certain 
sum. It was sold for much less than 
that figure and it was quite possible 
for the man who had detected its great 
value to pay for it himself. The paint- 
ing was immediately cleaned and to 
the delight of its purchaser proved 
an uncommonly fine specimen of the 
famous master's work. And the price 
ofifered for it was in excess of $200,000. 
Could a fairy godmother have done any 
better?— N. Y. Sun. 
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LONDON LETTER. 

London, June 11, 1913. 

The last week in June will see at 
Christie's the sale of a portion of the 
collection of pictures, tapestry and fur- 
niture belonging to the late Sir John 
Murray Scott, the Wallace Trustee of 
Hertford House. There is sure to be 
active competition for the Beauvais pas- 
toral panels, the Louise Seize fanteuils 
by the ebeniste, G. Jacob and for the 
Nattiers, Paters and Watteau. 

The value set by collectors on en- 
gravings and mezzotints continues to 
advance. Whereas some time ago a 
mere 200 gns. would have bought an 
etched letter proof of John Raphael 
Smith's "Carlisle House Promenade", 
Messrs. Elli^ and had to pay at Chris- 
sties', recently, no less than 920 gns. in 
order to secure it at the sale of the col- 
lection of Mr. Clarence Wilson. Simi-| 
larly the "Almeria'' by the same artist 
after Opie, which only a couple of years 
ago fetched only 280 gns., fell to 
Messrs. Agnew at almost double or 
520 gns. Still greater was the rise in 
price (from 370 to 840 gns.) in the case 
of H. Meyer's color print of ''Lady 
Hamilton as Nature" after Romney, 
also purchased by Messrs. Agnew. 

Mr. Montague Smyth is at. present 
exhibiting at the McLean Galleries, 
Haymarket, S. W. His pictures show 
a nice feeling for Nature and a capable 
manner of handling some of the prob- 
lems which she presents. 

The Marlborough Galleries, 34 Duke 
St., St. James', S. W., are at present 
devoted to an interesting exhibition of 
old Spanish paintings. In addition to 
some representative work of the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries, including ex- 
amples by Ribera, Zurbaran, Velasquez 
and Murillo, there are also exhibited 
three noteworthy specimens of the 
Spanish^ primitives, so rarely met with, 
but so important in their historic sig- 
nificance. A beautiful "Adoration of 
St. Francis;" by Ribera, was secured 
early in the exhibition by Anders Zorn 
for presentation to the Swedish Muse- 
um. It is a work full of restrained emo- 
tion and characteristic of this artist's 
best period. 

Messrs. Knoedler of 15 Old Bond St. 
(who, it may be remarked, bought for 
£5,040 at the McCullough sale, the 
"King Lear, Act I, Scene I," by E. A. 
Abbey), are holding a small but ex- 
tremely interesting exhibition at their 
galleries. The pictures include Manet's 
"Legon de Musique," a canvas which, 
in the light of latter-day developments, 
is of peculiar significance, Marc Gee- 
rart's "Lady of the Hampden Family," 
a magnificently decorative piece of work 
of the period; and Rembrandt's "Lu- 
cretia" which faces two fine Goya por- 
traits, while on another wall ''La Re- 
petition de Danse" of Degas forms yet 
another masterpiece in this catholic as- 
sembly. This is an exhibition, which, 
for sheer quality and merit, deserves a 
visit from every American who is 
spending the season in town. 

Never have things been more active 
in the world of picture shows here than 
at present. Among a number of dif- 
ferent exhibitions at various galleries, 
there is only space to make the brief- 
est mention of the Loan Collection of 
Boningtons and Cotmans at the Pater- 
son Galleries and of the Donald Shaw 
MacLaughlin etchings at the Gutekunst 
Galleries. Both are exhibitions of 
much more than comlmon merit. 

Something in the nature of a sensation 
is being occasioned by the exhibitions of 
drawings by the mysterious artist, "Alas- 
tair," now on at the Dowdeswell Galleries, 
160 New Bond Street, W. The fact that 
the career of the new artist, whose work is 
so interesting and at the same time so re- 
markably original, seems to have made its 
surprising beginning with this exhibition, 
and that he is apparently not the product 
of any of our acknowledged schools of art, 



adds to the curiosity of those who visit his 
work. In a matter of a few days, this 
young artist, still in his twenties, has vir- 
tually become the topic of conversation 
among those who care about modern art 
and those who don't but think that they 
should! Alastair's drawings have, in spite 
of their intense individuality, something in 
them of the perversity of a Beardsley, com- 
bined with his mastery of line and skill in 
design. Indtilging sometimes in the use of 
contrasts of mass, at others in a delicate 
elaboration of detail, but everywhere show- 
ing an astonishing control of the means at 
his disposal, these drawings herald the ad- 
vent of a new personality in this particular 
realm of art, and it will be interesting to 
watch in which direction its genius will 
develop. It is understood that the task of 
illustrating Oscar Wilde's "Sphinx" has 
been entrusted to "Alastair" by John Lane, 
who is publishing shortly a volume of forty 
of his drawings with an introduction by 
Robert Ross. 

Asrwas to be expected,, the recent sale at 
Christie's of the portion of the Trapnell 
Collection of Bristol Porcelain, the prop- 
erty of Mr. Albert Amor of 31 St. James 
Street, is resulting in some high prices, 
testifying to the exquisite quality of the 
various pieces included in it. The famous 
Edmund Burke tapestry, presented to Mrs. 
Burke when her husband was first elected 
as member for Bristol in 1774, fetched as 
much as 1,450 gns., the sugar-basin, cream 
jug and two cups and saucers being in- 
cluded in this figure. The price of the serv- 
ice thirty years ago was £150, though some 
twenty years after the sum reached £500. 

Among a number of interesting ''one- 
man" shows running at present, that of 
Lucien Pissaro at The Carfax Gallery and 
of J. Littlejohns at Walker's Gallery are 
among those mast worthy of attention. The| 
impressionism of M. Pissaro strikes one as 
emanating, not from belief in a particular 
art-vogue, but from a sincere and individual 
vision. Some of his landscapes, especially 
of various types of English scenery, are par- 
ticularly pleasing, though occasionally "his 
aim exceeds his grasp." Mr. Littlejohn's 
pastels, which are exhibited with some less 
attractive oils by W. Redworth and some 
able water-colors by L. Richmond, are dis- 
tinctly attractive, the technique showing 
talent of no common order. 

The exhibition of the Royal Society of 
Miniature Painters at the Maddox Street 
Galleries indicates that the art of minia- 
ture-paintings is by no means in so languish- 
ing a state as it is widely considered proper 
t<D -deem it. Foremost '-among- the : exhibits 
ai^e four portraits by the president, Alyn 
Williams, whose "President Woodrow Wil- 
son" is not only a characteristic present- 
ment of a striking individuality, but from 
the purely technical point of view is a quite 
remarkable achievement. Another piece of 
work, more than usually sound, is Mrs. 
Massey's "J. Roland Moore, Esq.," and 
E. E. Morgan's "Charles Marks, Esq." In 
all of these the peculiar restrictions im- 
posed upon the miniature painter have been 
well and carefully observed. It is, in fact, 
if a few mediocre contributions are except- 
ed, one of the most able collections of 
modern work of this kind that has been 
offered for some considerable time. The 
miniature does not, however, seem to be a 
natural expression of the temperament of 
the present century, so that in writing of 
the art, one is always conscious of certain 
mental reservations ! 

The exhibitions at the Leicester Galleries 
are always of more than common interest. 
Following hard on the heels of the Max 
Beerbohm caricatures comes the exhibi- 
tion of Sir Hubert von Herkomer's Land- 
scapes, most of which were painted last 
year during his convalescence in the coun- 
try after a serious illness. As might have 
been expected of work executed under such 
circumstances, it is by no means of equal 
merit, many being lacking in that vigor 
of handling which is so characteristic of 
this artist at his best. Others, on the con- 
trary, give a vivid impression of certain 
aspects of English scenery and such sketches 
as "The Moorland Road" and "Common- 
land" are carried out with the truest insight 
into the beauties of English landscape. It 
seems as if it would be an impossibility 
for Sir Hubert to attempt any branch of art 
without succeeding in investing it with his 
own peculiarly interesting individuality, but 
it is undoubtedly as a portraitist that he 
makes the most irresistible appeal. The ex- 
hibition of M. Francis Auburtin's work as 
a mural decorator is being held at the same 
ofalleries in another room, affording his 
English contemporaries an opportunity of 
appreciating his excellent achievements in 
this direction. M. Auburtin paints, as he 
thinks, on the vast scale; Nature in her 
moods of infinite calm or of overwhelming 
rage are his inspiration, but everywhere his 
sense of the decorative dominates. The in- 
fluence of Puvis de Chavannes is clearly 
traceable, though the temperament behind 
the work is of a different order.

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, June 11, 1913. 

Art auctions of unusual importance 
have followed fast upon one another 
since my last letter. On the whole the 
prices have been lower than those of 
last year, but there have been excep- 
tions. In very few sales, however, 
have the total of the "experts' " esti- 
mations been reached. 

On May 20 Mm. Lair-Dubreuil and Bau- 
doin held a sale consisting of a single lot, 
a suite of Louis XV salon furniture com- 
posed of a sofa and eight armchairs, cov- 
ered with tapestry of the end of the 18th 
century with designs representing the fables 
of La Fontaine. The tapestry of the sofa 
was considerably repaired, as announced by 
the "experts," who asked $22,000 for the 
suite. M. Lion bought it for $20,900, the 
underbidders being •^Mm.' Stettiner dnd ■Guii'- 
aud. 

Balli Collection Sale. 

The sale of Mr. John Balli's collection at 
the Georges Petit gallery on May 22 was 
one of the shortest on record. Mm. Lair- 
Dubreuil and Henri Baudoin sold the twen- 
ty-five modern pictures in half-an-hour for 
a total of $237,170, the total of the "ex- 
perts' " estimations having been $265,320. 
Although there was a large attendance, the 
bidding was not at all lively, and, consid- 
ering the fine quality of the pictures, the 
prices were not high. Corot's "Cueillette a 
Mortefontaine," a variant of the celebrated 
picture in the Louvre, for which Messrs. 
Arnold & Tripp paid $39,820, was the most 
expensive picture. It has been bought by 
Mr. Balli from Messrs. Boussod & Valadon 
for about $20,000. Mr. Balli was not so for- 
tunate in regard to the enormous water- 
color by Meissonier, "Friedland, 1807," 
which he bought for $100,000 from Mr. 
Murietta, who had paid nearly that sum to 
Meissonier himself. 

In view of the great decline in the price 
Ox Meissonier's works, the "experts" natur- 
ally could not ask anything like the price 
that Mr. Balli had paid. Their estimate was 
$55,000, but M. Tauber secured the water- 
color for $30,910. In many other cases it 
is probable that the prices at the sale were 
lower than those paid by Mr. Balli. Some 
of the Corots, however, exceeded the "ex- 
perts' " demands. For instance, they asked 
$9,900 for "La Charette, Souvenir de Gou- 
vieux," for which M. Montaignac paid 
$10,120- •and'45,'500 for- "Les Vieux..Arbre& 
au Bord de TEtang," for which M. Linzeler 
gave $7,590. "La Bucheronne" of Diaz also 
exceeded the "experts' " demand of $13,200, 
and was sold to Mr. Marchand, of London, 
for $16,060. The Van Marcke, "Vaches au 
Paturage," made exactly the price asked, 
$15,400. Some prices showed a great in- 
crease, as compared with those made by the 
same pictures at previous auctions. For 
instance, Rousseau's "Mare a I'Entree de la 
Foret," for which M. Tauber paid $15,180, 
fetched only $3,784 at the Laurent Richard 
sale in 1873. But a lapse of forty years 
makes a difference, and the rise in price of 
Daubigny's "Pecheur au Bord de I'Oise" 
was more remarkable, for it fetched only 
$2,840 at the Thorne sale in 1897, whereas 
M. Georges Petit bought it at the Balli sale 
for $10,120. 

Rare Tapestries Sold. 

At a sale at the Hotel Drouot on May 24 
three Flemish 17th century tapestries, with 
large figures, fetched $2,992. The sale of 
the Vigeant collection on the same day 
was remarkable only, for the price of $1,078 
paid by M. Sortais for a bronze by Barye, 
"Thesee terrassant le Minautore." On the 
26th, five 18th century Aubusson tapestries, 
with Chinese subjects from Boucher's car- 
toons, fetched $28,820 at the Hotel Dronov. 

On the same day. May 26th, M. Lair- 
Dubreuil sold at the Georges Petit Gallery, 
two private collections, the names of whose 
owners were not announced. The first col- 
lection sold, which included a certain num- 
ber of pictures and realized $131,440 for 
sixty-six lots, was, however, that of the 
Count de la Beraudiere, son of the well- 
known collector, who owned the famous 
Boucher room and whose collection was 
dispersed in 1885. The second collection 
consisted chiefly of bronzes and tapestries 
and realized $73,040. The lot most keenly 
competed for in M. de la Beraudiere's col- 
lection was the fine salon, Louis XVI suite, 
old wood covered with Aubusson tapestry 
decorated with flowers on a white ground. 
After a severe struggle with Mm. Helft, 
Guiraud, Lowengard, Petit, Arnold Selig- 
mann and Stettiner, Messrs. Duveen secured 
it for $30,800, the "experts' " valuation hav- 
ing been only $22,000. A Louis XVI com- 
mode and secretaire in marquetry, by Leleu, 
were sold together and made $18,480: M. 
Hoentschel paid $9,020 for a Louis XVI 
bureau by Montigny. Four decorative pic- 
tures by Lagranee, "The Elements," which 
fetched $5,280 at the La Beraudiere sale in 



188^5, were bought by M. Schoeller for 
$9,570. Four decorative panels representing 
the arts by Lepicie, the younger, fetched 
$6,380; M. Remon gave $3,300 tor the gou- 
ache by Mallet, 'Trying on a Hat," and a 
satirical pastel by Coypel fetched $2,112. 

In the sale of the collection which fol- 
lowed — that of M. de La Beraudiere — the 
highest price was given by M. Charles Low- 
engard for a superb Beauvais tapestry rep- 
resenting the "Rape of Proserpina," one of 
the series of "Les Amours des Dieux" after 
Boucher's cartoons. The "experts" asked 
$33,000 for it, but M. Lowengard paid 
$35,420, M. Jansen being the underbidder. 
Two Flemish Regence tapestries, "Neptune 
and Amphitrite" and "Flora," were bought 
by M. Stettiner for $15,840. 

Baer Collection Sale. 

There was another sale at the Georges 
Petit Gallery on May 29, that of the late 
M. Michel Baer's collection, for which Mm. 
Lair-Dubreuil and flen.ri .Baudoin obtained 
$268,944, a sum almost equal to the "ex- 
perts' " estimates. The highest price was 
again given for a suite of Louis XVI Salon 
furniture, this time covered with Beauvais 
tapestry, decorated with vases and garlands 
of flowers. The woods of the sofa and six 
armchairs were old and made by Jacob, 
but were regilded. The "experts' " demand 
was $77,000, and after a contest between 
Mr. Hodgkins, the Count de La Riboisiere 
and M. Arnold Seligmann, the last-named 
secured the prize for the considerable sum 
of $82,500. M. Guerault paid $14,530 for 
five Aubusson tapestry Louis XVI panels 
with landscapes and figures. The large gou- 
ache by Van Blarenberghe, "The Village 
Wedding," far exceeded the "experts' " de- 
mand of $5,500; Mr. Hodgkins bought it, 
after a fierce contest with Mm. Hamburger, 
Stettiner and Wildenstein, for $13,640. The 
collection included a very interesting picture 
of the "Raising of Lazarus," attributed to 
Rembrandt, and no doubt a work of one of 
his best pupils. The "experts" asked $6,600 
for this, but it was hotly contested, and M. 
Trotti had to pay $10,340 to secure it. 

A private collector gave the surprising 
figure of $13,200 for a picture by Gustave 
Moreau, "Venus Rising from the Wave," 
and two other pictures by the same artist 
fetched high prices, Mm. Durand-Ruel giv- 
ing $6,732 for "Dejanire" and M. Wilden- 
stein $6,050 for "Helen on the Walls of 
Troy." Is there going to be a boom in 
Gustave Moreau? A small picture by Fro- 
mentin, "Arab Family on the March," also 
sold well, a private collector paying $9,922 
fpr .it. -Ziem's. "Bosghorus''-.fetched. $7^700, 
and th'e same' artist's ""^Palace "of tlie Doges'' 
$6,160. Mm. Boussod & Valadon paid $8,360 
for Corot's "Pecheur sur I'Etang," and Jules 
Dupre's "Southampton" was sold to M. 
Stettiner for $8,470.

BOSTON. 



The art season draws to a close. Al- 
ready one sees on the bulletin boards, 
notices of school exhibitions, summer 
classes, studios ''to rent for the com- 
ing months,'' and various signs that art 
will be no more, or not much more, 
until Autumn, when one will hope to 
see some lovely Spring canvases from 
Metcalf, Theodore Wendell, Robert 
Reid and their fellows. 

The past season has been an inter- 
esting one, with the shows of Besnard's 
works, the Scandinavians and "The 
Ten", and those of Paxton's, Mary Ma- 
comber's, Ross Turner's, Metcalf's, 
Woodbury's, Kronberg's, Hawthorne's 
and Murphy's pictures, and — not to be 
mentioned in the same breath — that of 
the "Cubists" and "Futurists," etc., 
which closed at Copley Hall re- 
cently. I heard of one rather over- 
sensitive Boston woman- who spent 
some time at this last-named exhibi- 
tion, and retiring to the neighboring 
studio of a friend, dissolved into tears, 
over "the influence on 'Young Art' the 
show might have." Her companion 
was rather more robust, and took the 
stand that it was a mere "true" and 
the Frenchmen know it, and that most 
American art lovers know it, too. 

Of other exhibitions the Vose Gal- 
lery has had a series of individual and 
strong displays, and is distinguished 
from most of the other local galleries 
by its liberal and choice showing of 
"Old Masters." The exhibition now on 
in their galleries has been noticed. It 
will continue through the Summer.

Steengracht Gallery Sale. 

The eighty-seven pictures by Dutch 
and Flemish masters of the 17th Cen- 
tury from the Steengracht gallery at 
The Hague were sold by MM. Lair- 
Dubreuil and Henri Baudoin at the 
Georges Petit gallery on June 9th and 
realized a total of $929,698, which ex- 
ceeded the "experts' " advance valua- 
tion by $154,704. It is said that the 
late Jonkheer Steengracht van Dui- 
venvoorde's executor had recently an 
offer from America of a million dollars 
for the cpllection, Vfhich ^was refused. 
Possibly," ' however^ ' that offer tnclu^cled 
the modern pictures, which were sold 
on June 10, together with other art 
works and are not included in the total 
just mentioned. If the offer was for 
the Old Masters alone, its refusal was 
a mistake. 

The prices ran high and, several rec- 
ords were made. I do not think that 
anyone has yet paid at auction for a 
picture such a price as $220,000 (in- 
cluding the commission of 10 per cent.) 
given by Messrs. Duveen for Rem- 
brandt's "Bathsheba," M. Wildenstein 
being the underbidder. The "experts" 
had asked $176,000 for the picture 
which, on the last occasion on which it 
came up at auction, at the Heris sale in 
Paris in 1841, fetched $1,732. 

[This "record" figure has since been 
surpassed by the $206,850 paid, also by 
the Duveens, for a Romney, in Lon- 
don, June 13. — Ed.] 

The Rembrandt's History. 
The picture was first heard of at the sale 
at Amsterdam in 1734 of the collection of 
Willem Six, nephew of Rembrandt's great 
friend, the Burgomaster Six, when it 
fetched 265 florins. Among the many own- 
ers through whose hands it passed between 
that date and 1841, was the painter. Sir 
Thomas Lawrence; and at the sale after 
his death in ISBy-'^ft'' tetrched 150 gns. In 
the following year it was again sold in the 
Vernon sale for 153 gns., and in 1832 it 
fetched 240 gns. at the Emmerson sale. 
Those were happy days for collectors. Al- 
though this picture was painted in 1643, it 
is, of course, an exceptionally fine example 
of that early period, having many of the 
qualities of Rembrandt's later work. This 
explains the high price paid by Messrs. 
Duveen, which is a record for a Rembrandt 
of this period. 

When the picture was finally put up the 
bidding started at $30,000 and soon reached 
$100,000, offered by the dealer, Trotti. The 
contest narrowed now to a small group, 
Messrs. Duveen, Wildenstein, Tedesco, 
Muller and Trotti leading in the battle. 
"Six hundred thousand francs," said Mr. 
J. Duveen. "Six hundred and fifty thou- 
sand," cried Mr. Wildenstein. 

Mr. Duveen replied with a nod which 
meant another 50,000. Then with bids of 
10,000 and 25,000 francs the price mounted, 
the struggle becoming a duel between 
Messrs. Wildenstein and Duveen. "Nine 
hundred and fifty thousand," said Duveen. 
"Nine hundred and sixty thousand," re- 
sponded Wildenstein. Then came "nine 
hundred and seventy thousand," "nine hun- 
dred and eighty, nine hundred and ninety 
thousand," bid by Wildenstein, and 
after a pause — "a million" from Duveen and 
no response from Wildenstein. And so the 
Rembrandt sold to the Duveens for a 
million francs ($200,000), or, with the com- 
mission, 1,100,000 francs ($220,000). The 
nearest approach to such; a Re^nbrandt 
auction price was attained by his "Woman 
Plucking a Fowl," which fetched 475,000 
francs ($95,000) at the Levaigneur sale last 
year. The price was a record anyway. In 
Berlin at the sale of the Weber collection 
in Feb., 1912, Mantegna's "Virgin and 
Child" fetched 750,000 francs ($150,000), 
while the record in France was scored at 
the Doucet sale, last year, when La Tour's 
pastel portrait of Duval de Lepinoy reached 
600,000 francs ($120,000). 

A Great Brouwer. 
For my part, if I had been given the 
choice of three pictures in the Steengracht 
collection, I should have chosen the Brouw- 
er (9), the large picture by Jan Steen, "The 
Joyous Company" (70), and Gabriel Metsu's 
"Sick Child" (43) in that order. It is al- 
ways dangerous to say that a picture is 
"the" masterpiece of its painter, but one 
may almost say that of the "Smoking-room" 



of Adrian Brouwer, for which the well- 
known "Smoker" in the Louvre is a stud3^ 
In his article on Brouwer published in the 
Artiste, January 23, 1851, W. Burger, the 
French critic, said of this picture that "it 
is incomparably the masterpiece of Brouw- 
er, "and one of the most astonishing paint- 
ings of the Dutch school," a work that could 
be put beside a Rembrandt without fear- 
ing the comparison. It does not resemble 
a Rembrandt, but there is a Dutch artist 
nearer in some ways to Brouwer, whom the 
latter has far surpassed, in this picture, at 
an}^ rate. I mean Frans Hals. The subject 
of "The Smoking-Room" is what some 
people would call vulgar, a group of men 
smoking and drinking in a country inn, but 
there is no vulgaritj'- in the execution, as 
there often is in the work of Frans Hals. 
J.t^ [s,^jt|ie r^a^t^eippiece. of one of the, greatest 
ariists of the Dutch ' sell ool and ^ At. Klein- 
berger is to be congratulated on its acquisi- 
tion, although it cost him $93,830, no doubt 
a record price for a Brouwer. This was 
more than double the valuation of the "ex- 
perts," who asked $44,000, but the picture 
was hotly contested by Messrs. Frederik 
Muller & Co. of Amsterdam. The painting, 
which is signed, is on a panel measuring 
about 18 X 14 inches. Jonkheer Steengracht 
van Oostcapelle bought it in 1833 at the De 
Vos sale at Amsterdam for 490 florins. 
Steen's **Joyous Company," 
My second choice, Jan Steen's "Joyous 
Company" (70) was also keenly fought for 
and was finally secured by Messrs. Fred- 
erik Muller & Co. for $83,050, on behalf of 
the Rembrandt Society of Amsterdam, 
which intends to present it to the Rijks- 
museum. This is one of the most impor- 
tant in size, as it is one of the very finest 
in quality, of Jan Steen's- works; a superb 
picture, and one is glad that a museum will 
preserve it for the nation whence it came. 
It had been in the Steengracht Gallery since 
the early part of the 19th century, and was 
last sold by auction in 1816, when it fetched 
1,260 florins at the sale of the collection of 
Baroness de Leyden de Warmond. This 
picture again exceeded the "experts' " valua- 
tion, which was $66,000. 

Works bv Metsu and Terborch. 
The "Sick (Zhild" of Gabriel Metsu (43) 
was carried off by M. Kleinberger, who 
paid S68,640 for it, the "experts" having 
asked only $55,000. This exquisite little 
paintirig_ on a caunivas_rneasiu:ing_13_^ IX 
inches- i=s^-^^n6tfi'er7Tnasterpfecer^^^ 
no work by Metsu which surpasses it, and 
can think of none quite its equal. 

The Rembrandt Society of Amsterdam 
acquired, besides the Jan Steen, two other 
pictures for the Rijksmuseum, namely, the 
very fine Ter Borch (7), on a panel meas- 
uring 13 X 11^^ inches, representing a 
mother combing her child's hair, and the 
extremely beautiful portrait of a boy by 
Backer (2), an unusually fine example of 
that painter. The Ter Borch, for which 
the experts had asked $33,000, cost $67,100, | 
and the price of the Backer was $16,720, the; 
"experts'" valuation having been $11,000. 
The Ter Borch had been bought by Johnk- 
heer Steengracht at the Pagniet sale at 
Utrecht in 1836, for 1,175 florins. 
A Fine Hobbema. 
Another picture which, naturally, fetched 
a high price was the "Two Watermills" of 
Hobbema (31), which Messrs. Frederik Mul- 
ler ^ Co. bought on behalf of a collector 
for $62,920, against an "experts' " valuation 
of $55,000. It last occurred at auction in 
1833, when it fetched 1,990 florins at the 
Franckenstein sale at Amsterdam. But 
perhaps the picture which was, relatively, 
the dearest in the sale was the not very 
interesting little Paul Potter (59), a land- 
scape with cows painted on a panel measur-' 
ing 12 X 14 inches, for which Baron von 
KruDp, the manufacturer of cannon, paid 
$29,700. The "experts" had asked $15,400. 
This picture came to the Steengracht Gal- 
lery from England. It fetched 100 gns. at 
the La Hante sale m London in 1814 and 
only £84 at another London sale in 1824; 
and again came up in the Michael Zachary 
sale in 1828, when it was bought in and 
finally fetched £150 at a second sale of the 
same collection in 1838. 

Pictures Well Preserved. 
What struck one especially about the 
Steengracht collection was, in the first place, 
the remarkably fine condition of the pic- 
tures and, secondly, the fact that so many 
of them^ were unusually good examples of 
their painters. The secondary masters, in 
particular, were extraordinarily well repre- 
sented. Never have I seen, for instance, 
so fine a work of Aert De Gelder as the 
"King David" (25), which Messrs. Frederik 
Muller & Co. bought on behalf of a private 
collector for $11,880. The price of $5,500, 
which was asked by the "experts," would 
usually be considered a good one for a 
De Gelder, but this picture is so exceptional 
that it is not surprising that the valuation 



was so much exceeded. This picture was 
formerly in the collection of the Baroness 
de Leyden de Warmond, sold in 1816. 

"Experts" Underestimate Values. 
For the pair of small portraits of a man 
and a woman by Gerard Dou (14 and 15), 
formerly in the Roothan collection, and 
sold at Amsterdam in 1826 for 2,120 florins, 
M. Hamburger gave $19,910, the "experts" 
having asked $13,200; M. Hamburger also 
bought the portraits of a man and a woman 
by Govert Flinck. That of the woman (24) 
cost him $11,000 less in this case than the 
"experts' " valuation, which was also 
£13,200 for this picture; the man's portrait 
(23), valued by the "experts" at $8,800, 
fetched $5,896. The picture, however, which 
was most below the "experts' " valuation 
was for some reason difficult to explain, the 
admirable "Collation'' of. PieterDe Hooghj 
signed and dated 1677 (33). It is father 
dark, but is, nevertheless, a fine painting. 
The "experts" asked $33,000 for it, and it 
was bought in, after very slack bidding, 
at $18,480. The excellent little picture of 
a cavalier with his horse by Albert Cuyp 
(11) also failed to reach the "experts'" de- 
mand; but the difference was only small. 
It was valued at $6,600, and M. Brunner 
was able to buy it for $5,324. The two 
pictures by Jordaens, again, did not find 
favor with buyers; the "Broken Pitcher" 
{Z6), for which the experts asked $3,300, 
fetched only $1,210, and the "Holy Family" 
{2>7)y against a valuation of $1,760, made 
only $726. 

M. Cognacq's Prizes. 

There are always variations of price hard 
to understand. For the "Tavern" of Adrian 
van Ostade (54), for which the "experts" 
asked $8,800, Mr. Stern-Goldschmidt paid 
$11,110, whereas the "Joyous Drinkers" 
(55), a better picture by the same artist, 
fetched only $6,720, the "experts' " valuation 
having been the same. The latter picture 
was bought by M. Cognacq, the well-known 
private collector, who was advised, as usual, 
iDy M. Stettiner, who bid for him. M. Cog- 
nacq also bought the "Parable of the Vine- 
vard" by Sorgh (69) for $5,302 (valuation 
$4,400) and the "Fish Market" by Gchter- 
velt (53) for $2,442 (valuation, $4,400). 

Other Good Prices. 

I ought to have mentioned sooner the 
other picture by Jan Steen (71), a small 
painting on panel of very fine quality,, the 
'^oting^ InvaliH*' ; ' fof-^which''l^^ 
asked $17,600 and which was bought by 
Mr. Drey of Munich for $21,362. Of the 
two pictures by Adrian van der Velde, one, 
the "Farmyard" (75), was very dark and 
not of particularly fine quality; the "ex- 
perts" asked $5,500 for it, and it was bought 
in at $2,640. For the other (76), on the 
contrary, which was much superior, M. 
Wildenstein paid $8,580, the "experts'" de- 
mand having been $6,600. Both the pictures 
by Philips Wouwermans fetched consider- 
ably less than the "experts' " valuation. 
They asked $11,000 for the "Embankment" 
(84), a fine example of the artist, which 
I Mr. Stern-Goldschmidt bought for $7,150, 
and $2,200 for the "Departure of the Trav- 
ellers" (85), which went to M. Bousquet 
for $1,550. The "Seven Works of Mercy" 
by Teniers {!?>) shared the same fate; it 
was valued at $8,800 and M. Brame bought 
it for $6,270. 

Kleinberger Gets A Rubens. 

The best of the three pictures by Rubens 
was the head of "St. Paul" (64) for which 
M. Kleinberger paid $7,700, or $2,200 more 
than the "experts" asked. The companion 
head of "St. Peter" {6Z), on which the same 
valuation of $5,500 was put, fetched only 
$3,410 and was, I think, bought in. M. 
Brame bought for $6,886 the very attractive 
painting of a child (65) called "The Infant 
Jesus," for which the "experts" asked $6,600. 

Some of the prices paid for works by art- 
ists, usually not much valued, were relative- 
ly very high. For instance, the "Interior of 
Antwerp Cathedral," by Pieter Neefs (48), 
was estimated by the "experts" at $660, 
about its market value, but the bidding for 
it was very brisk and it finally went to Mr. 
Smidt van Gelder (represented by Messrs. 
Muller), for $2,508. Messrs. Muller again 
paid, on behalf of a collector, $3,520 for the 
"Karel Du Jardin" (16), valued by the "ex- 
perts" at $2,200; but it is an exceptionally 
good example of the painter. Mr. Smidt 
van Gelder gave $4,004 for the picture of a 
woman playing the viol by Caspar Netscher 
(52), which the "experts" estimated at only 
$2,200, a price nearer to its market value. 
The pair of portraits by Caspar Netscher 
(50 and 51), on the other hand, were bought 
by Messrs. Frederik Muller for $5,500, 
whereas the "experts" asked $6,600 for 
them. Messrs. Muller also bought the land- 
scape by Aert van der Neer (49) for $6,600, 
the price asked by the "experts." A very 
high price, relatively, was that of $3,014 paid 
by Messrs. Boussod & Valadon for the Ital- 



ian landscape by Both (8), valued by the 
"experts" at $1,760. For the "Calm Sea" of 
Willem van der Velde M. Stettiner paid 
$5,522, twenty-two dollars more than the 
"experts'" valuation; M. Kleinberger bought 
the landscape by Van der Heyden (30) for 
$7,480 (valuation $8,800) and that by Wij- 
nants (86) for $2,200 (valuation $1,760) and 
for the landscape by Wijntrack and Wij- 
nants together (87) valued at $2,200, Messrs. 
Agnew gave $2,134.

Nemes Collection Sale. 

Old and modern paintings from the 
celebrated collection of Marczell de 
Nemes of Buda-Pesth, were sold at 
the Manzi Joyant Gallery, Paris, June 
17 and 18, by MM. F. Lair-Dubreuil 
and Henri Baudoiny for a total ■ of $ I,-' 
068,920. In many instances the prices 
obtained were higher than the "ex- 
perts' " valuations. 

First Session. 
The first session, which lasted about two 
hours, resulted in a total of $624,100. Rem- 
brandt's "Portrait of His Father" was the 
object of a bidding duel between Mm. Klein- 
berger and Seymour Di Ricci, going to the 
latter for $113,520. It was valued at 
$100,000. The canvas, which is signed with 
the painter's monogram in the lower left 
hand corner, is considered one of the ar- 
tist's best early work. It was bought in 
London a few years ago for $1,000 by a 
small dealer who sold it to M. Lippmann, 
from whom it was bought by Mr. Bohler 
of Munich, who in turn sold it to Herr Von 
Nemes. An unsigned portrait identical with

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this, is owned by Mr. S. Neumann of Lon- 
don, and is cataloged by Dr. Bode (No. 29). 
There is little doubt that the one in London 
is a copy. 

The ''Portrait of a Man" by Frans Hals, 
valued at $60,000, was sold to Mr. Bier- 
mann for $63,800. At the Weber sale last 
year it fetched $48,750, an increase of $15,050 
in its commercial value in less than one 
year. It is signed and dated 1634 and is 
painted with the almost brutal vigor that 
characterizes the master.

Second Session. 

A sensation occurred on the second day 
of the sale when the French Government 
stopped the sale of Goya's "Las Gigantillas" 
on representations made by the Spanish 
Embassy that it had been stolen from the 
Museum at Madrid in 1869. The Govern- 
ment at the same time declared that it was 
aware that Herr de Nemes was ignorant of 
the fact that the picture had been stolen, as 
he had already exhibited it at Munich and 
Dusseldorf. The picture will be returned to 
Spain. The price asked for it was 80,000 
francs, or $16,000, and keen competition was 
anticipated. 

"Las Gigantillas" disappeared from Mad- 
rid during the revolution of 1869. The 
Spanish Government ordered an inquiry and 
discovered that four Spanish pictures had 
disappeared during this trouble. No one 
knew where any of them were until in 1910 
Nemes learned that one of them which was 
signed De Pereda was in the collection. He 
immediately restored the picture to Spain 
and it is now hanging in the Retiro Mu- 
seum. , 

Artists and lawyers in commenting on the 
"Gigantillas" incident say the handing over 
of the picture to Spain was an act of cour- 
tesy in view of the fact that the theft of 
the painting occurred in 1869 and is there- 
fore full}^ covered by prescription accord- 
ing to the Napoleonic code. It was pointed 
out that paintings and books stolen from 
Paris have repeatedly been sold at auction 
both in London and Berlin. 

Good prices were obtained for the modern 
works and in many cases they were higher 
than the "experts' " valuations. The high- 
est figure paid for a modern work was 
$27,962, given by Mr. Cassirer for Corot's 
"Mme. Gambey." It was valued at $16,000. 
Of the remaining old masters sold, Greco's 
"Holy Family' valued at $30,000, brought 
the highest price, 38,060 given by Mr. Bous- 
quet. Good prices were obtained for paint- 
ings of the modern impressionist school.

Sculptures in bronze, marble, terra cotta 
and plaster left by the late J. B. Carpeaux, 
the foremost sculpture of the Second Em- 
pire, were sold at the Manzi-Joyant Gal- 
leries, Paris, May 31, for some $163,206 for 
63 lots. This is less than the sum expected 
by the heirs who bought many of the works 
and the "experts' " estimate of $209,726. The 
clou of the sale, the famous .terra cotta 
group, "The Danse," valued at $80,000, was 
bought in by the heirs for $50,600, the "ex- 
pert's" estimate having been $88,000. It 
was exhibited at the Royal Academy, 1874, 
and at the Paris Exposition of 1900. 

The terra-cotta of "Ugolin et ses En- 
fants" was bought in at $19,800, although 
this sum was only $2,200 less than the "ex- 
perts' " valuation. These two sculptures 
have since been acquired from the family 
by the Copenhagen Museum, but the prices 
paid have not been stated; no doubt they 
were rather superior to those reached in 
the sale. 

Of the plasters "Le Genie de la Danse" 
fetched $10,340, the experts having asked 
only $8,800, and a private collector, M. Lil-

Eugene Kraemer Sale. 

The third part of the art collections of the 
late Eugene Kraemer was sold at the 
Georges Petit Gallery June 2-5, by Mm. F. 
Lair-Dubreuil and Henri Baudoin. The 
sale was well attended, the prices paid were 
fair to good and the bidding keen, but not 
sensational.

Honore, after the Amiens school of the 
XV or XVI century, valued at $10,000, 
went to Mr. Kleinberger for $10,340. The

Mr. Bousquet paid $5,158 for an XVIU 
century Beauvais tapestry representing 
Swans frightened by dogs.

Mr. L. Kraemer paid $3,322 for three 
Louis XIV armchairs richly upholstered in 
Savonnerie fabric and $3,190 for a Louis 
XIV clock of carved and gilded bronze. 

A collection of antiques of rare variety 
and completeness known as the Borelli 
Boy collection, owned by M. X., was sold 
in Paris by M. Lair Dubreuil with Mm. E 
and C. Canessa as "experts," at the Hotel 
Drouot, June 11-13. 

The sale included 425 numbers, repre- 
senting ornamental glass, Egyptian, Greek 
and Roman bronzes, terra cotta statuettes, 
ivory articles and other objects. The cata- 
log was richly illustrated with reproduc- 
tions of more than one-third of the objects 
in the sale. 



Fischhof Collection Sale. 

The Eugene Fischhof collection of 
eighty paintings of the Dutch, Flemish, 
Italian, French and English schools, was 
sold at the Georges Petit Gallery, June 14, 
by Mm. F. Lair-Dubreuil and Henri Bau- 
doin, for a total of $320,160. This was less 
than the "experts' " valuation on the collec- 
tion, and several of the paintings brought 
less than Mr. Fischhof paid for them at 
previous sales. Tlie highest price of the 
sale was $31,900, given by Mr. Kleinberger 
for "Leaving for the Chase" by Cuyp. The 
"experts' " valuation of this work was 
$30,000. At the Lyne Stephens' sale in 1895 
it fetched $10,800, and at the Kann sale in 
1911, Mr. Fischhof paid $32,500 for it.

At a sale of pictures belonging to various 
owners at Christie's, June 13, Duveen Bros, 
paid $206,850 for the full-length standing 
portrait of "Anne, Lady de la Pole," repro- 
duced in the first page, after a remarkable 
bidding duel with the Agnews, who opened 
the contest with a sensational bid of $100,- 
000. A report in circulation is that the pur- 
chase was made by Duveens for Lord Mich- 
elham. 

The fair subject was painted by Romney 
in 1786. She was born a Templer, was mar- 
ried in 1781 to Sir John William de la 
Pole, sixth baronet and died in 1832. The 
portrait was owned by Sir Frederick Arun- 
dell de la Pole, of Shute House, x\xminster, 
Devon.
